Charles Su mner p ossessed that root 
of statesmanship , the p ower of fore­ 
thou ght 
Step p ing boldly in advance 
of the Rep u blican forces, he wou ld p lant 
a banner bearing as an inscrip tion some 
movement toward emancip ation, and 
then u rge others, the President, Con­ 
gress, the Cabinet, to come forward 
and su stain it. 
He was the only direct­ 
ing mind in the Senate which deliber­ 
ately fixed a distinct end of action, se­ 
lected the means for arriving at that 
end, and p u rsu ed it steadily with a cou r­ 
age which shrank before no op p osition 
and su ffered no abatement in defeat, 
“Why, Mr. Su mner,” said Mr. Lincoln 
one day to the Massachu setts Senator, 
“I am only six weeks behind you . ” Mr. 
Su mner was always in the advance, 
and his p lace on the service roll of the 
Great Rebellion will be “Leader of the 
Vangu ard of Freedom.” 
Mr. Su mner as a Senator was a man 
j of more imp osing p resence than was 
Mr. Su mner when a stu dent, and it 
might be said of him in his latter days, 
as Dr. Johnson once said of Edmu nd 
Bu rke, “Sir, if you shou ld meet him 
u nder a bridge du ring a shower, and 
had never seen him before, you wou ld 
know him to be a great man. ” 
He was 
six feet two inches high, his average 
weight was 208 p ou nds, and he meas­ 
u red forty inches arou nd the chest. 
After his infelicitou s marriage, 
his 
thou ght-worn face was seriou s, even to 
sadness, and his long, waving hair be­ 
came silvered. 
His manners were gen­ 
tlemanly and cordial; he ivas an indu s­ 
triou s collector of p aintings, engrav­ 
ings, rare books, au tograp hs and his­ 
torical cu riosities; he was hosp itable 
and generou s, and those who served 
him loved him. 
He p ossessed no ele­ 
ment of hu mor or romance, and his 
modesty was so w'ell known at Washing­ 
ton lhafc the most famou s teller of ribald 
stories there never u ttered one in his 
p resence. 
Mr. Su mner’s share in the dip lomatic 
su ccess of the North du ring the great 
Rebellion shou ld not be lost sight of. 
He endeavored to have the President 
select for ap p ointment to dip lomatic 
p ositions men of exp erience in p u blic 
affairs and of known integrity, rather 
than bestow those p laces as rewards 
for p olitical services or asylu m retreats 
for defeated candidates for office. 
Mr. 
Lincoln and Mr. Seward both enter­ 
tained the highest regard for him, and 
by hu moring some of his weaknesses, 
made him a valu able coadju tor iu con­ 
du cting foreign affairs du ring the dif­ 
ficu lt and delicate p eriod of the Rebel­ 
lion. 
Mr. Su mner had always been ac­ 
cu sed of “Anglo-mania,” b u tin 18 09 he 
blew su ch a “jarring blast” concerning 
the resp onsibilities of Great Britain for 
the damages committed ou American 
commerce by Confederate p rivateers 
fitted ou t in the British p orts, as to 
awaken tho ire of her graciou s majesty’s 
su bjects, esp ecially those of them con­ 
nected with the p u blic p ress. 
Indeed, 
he rarely made a sp eech of any length 
in which the w'ell-balanced p eriods, the 
torse exp ressions, and the p u rity of the 
langu age w ere not marred by violent 
and au daciou s p hrases. 
The closing years of Mr. Su mner in 
the Senate were not hap p y one 
for 
him. 
He fou nd himself at war with 
some of those with whom he had stood 
shou lder to shou lder in the great battle 
for equ ality before tho war, while cor­ 
ru p t men were wearing the u niform of 
the Rep u blican p arty that thoy might 
p lu nder the military chest.

INSECT GEX-HUKTESS. 
Quneti aid Other Proeien« Stone« Brought 
to the SuhM by Ants. 
“ There is the original garnet mine, 
and the miner as well,” said my com­ 
panion, as we were riding among the 
(mountains of New Mexico. 
Following the direction of his glance 
jl saw a tall, well-formed Navajo Indian 
/standing motionless by what appeared 
to be a small sand heap. 
Wishing 
to 
investigate we drew 
(nearer and found that the statuesque 
native was watching one of the many 
ant hills that dot the country through 
New Mexico and Arizona as well, 
j 
As we approached he hardly looked 
iup, appearing indifferent, after the fash- 
jion of his race, and his object was still 
ran enigma, at least to me. 
The Navajo tribe had never pro­ 
duced a naturalist, and it was hardly 
possible that he had been studying the 
habits of the active insects. 
Perhaps 
he was trying to collect enough for 
dinner—Indians have been known to 
eat rats. 
But the Indian was after all a close 
¡observer, and was reaping his reward, 
¡for when I asked him what he was 
doing he held out a small bag, the con­ 
tents of which 1 turned upon my hand 
—garnets, small but good, in great 
numbers, bits of quartz that gleamed 
¡like diamonds, here a bit of turquois, 
large quantities of olivine, and a single 
gem, an emerald, of but little value, 
but an emerald after all. 
An ant hill was a curious place from 
¡which to take such a strange assort- 
'ment, but, as my friend had suggested, 
'this was the original mine, and the real 
miners were the ants. In piling up their 
dome-like houses they brought out the 
1 minute gems one by one and placed 
¡them among the bits of sand, where 
¡they gleamed and flashed as if inviting 
1 collection. 
The Indians had discovered their 
value, and in this way did their mining, 
allowing the ants to do all the work and 
taking the gems as fast as they were 
brought up. 
The stones found in this way range 
¡in size from the head of a pin to a large 
¡pea, and besides the ones mentioned, 
rubies have been taken from the heaps. 
These stolen gems are sold in lots 
,and used in various kinds of jewelry.. 
Nearly every ant hill is examined m 
this way and the mound gone over, 
often the ants being watched and the 
gems taken from them as soon as 
brought up. 
W hether the little insects have a 
ilik ing for glistening objects it is diff­ 
icult to determine, but, from the fact 
that so many gems are brought to the 
¡surface, there would seem to be reason 
to suppose they had. 
It would be extremly difficult to 
name an industry followed by man that 
i did not have its prototype in the lower 
animal k ingdom. 
Our humble friends 
'have their trades, the r seeming arts 
land sciences, just as we have. 
Hence, 
I we need not be surprised if we find 
iminers whose work compares favor­ 
ably with that of human beings. 
In an ant family that I have been 
watching for some time, well up in the 
¡Sierra 
Madre Mountains, Southern 
California, the work is carried on in a 
very methodical manner, the work ers 
(apparently being protected by soldier 
lants, with huge heads and powerful 
jaws.

We hav e found the:e altars in 
sev eral mounds, and sometimes we fount 
sev eral altars, so you see many of the 
great mounds were for other purposes 
than b urial.” 
Hav ing spoken of the mounds, the 
s]» eaker introduced the sub ject of the 
serjwnt 
in Adams county. 
“ The ser­ 
pent.” said he, “ was worshiped b y the 
Mexicans and Peruv ians, and it appar­ 
ently serv ed some ptir|xjse among the an­ 
cient i» copie of Ohio. 
We hav e one rep­ 
resentation of it in Adams county. 
It is 
the only one on earth. 
It is partly of 
stone, b ut principally of earth.” 
The 
speake r then describ ed its size and gav e 
some facts 
concerning 
it which are 
familiar to all people wlio hav e read his 
tories of America or ev en of ancient 
Ohio. 
The prof*>rty surrounding the ser- 
I» ent to the extent of sixty acres lias b een 
purchased for the Peab ody museum b y 
Boston ladies, and is now in the hands of 
Professor Putnam , who has already made 
some explorations into the mounds sur­ 
rounding and adjacent to the serpent, 
with v ery encouraging results. 
He has 
found in the mounds skeletons of peo­ 
ple who must hav e b elonged to different 
eras, whose b odies must hav e b een laid 
in the mound b y people who were not 
aware that mounds had b een used b y 
other people for the same purpose b efore. 
Professor Putnam hopes to make exten­ 
siv e explorations, from which he thinks 
v aluab le facts concerning the mound 
b uilders will b e 
learned. — Clev eland 
Herald. 


T H E 
MOUND 
BUILDERS O F O H IO . 


Professor Putnam's A iIiIk m on Ancient 
American«. 
Professor F. W . Putnam , curator of 
feab ody museum at Camb ridge, Mass., 
and perhaps the most distinguished arch­ 
aeologist in America, lectured U*fore the 
W estern Reserv e Historical society the 
other ev ening on the mounds and mourn 
b uilders of Ohio. 
P^pfessor Putnam has 
spent two months in exploring the great 
serpent mound in Adams county. “ There 
w ere.” said the speaker, “ four great 
antiq ue races on this continent, or the 
people, if of one race, show a greater di 
v ersify than any other on earth. 
For 
instance, we found in one mound in Ohio 
1,500 skeletons, and these were of v ari 
oua sizes and differed in their character­ 
istics. 
The four great races can I*? 
resolv ed into two—the long headed poo 
pie and the jieople with short and b road 
iieads. 
There is ev idence that the long 
headed people cAtne from northern Asia, 
and, crossing Behring strait, continued 
their way downward as far as California. 
Then they crossed to the great lakes, 
went down the St. Lawrence, made their 
way along the Atlantic coast as far south 
as North ( Yrolina, and spread themselv es 
into Ohio and Pennsylv ania. 
There is 
ev idence that they resemb led the people 
of northern Asia in face and form. 
“ The short headed people had the char­ 
acteristics of the fx*ople of southern Asia, 
and resemb le! the Malay race. 
The first 
traces of them we find in Peru and Cen­ 
tral America. 
From there they worked 
toward the north into Mexico, 
New 
Mexico, Arizona, and following the riv ers 
which empty into the gulf of Mexico, 
notab ly the Mississippi, they mingled at 
last with the long headed jteople in Ten­ 
nessee and Ohio, and were finally ab - 
sorb ed b y them. 
The Indian is a descen­ 
dant of those two races.” 
The sjs*akcr 
then went on to describ e* the mounds 
b uilt b y these people. 
He told how* the 
former method of digging a hole in the 
center of the mound, w hich was at first 
practiced b y < xplorers, has Incn ab an­ 
doned for a more exhaustiv e method of 
research. 
Professor Putnam does not 
excav ate the mounds, b ut slices them oil 
in perpendicular stations until the whole 
mound has b een laid oj>en to iusjss'tion. 
He deseriUd at length the use of the 
mounds for b urial, and said there were 
many ways in which the Ixxlies were 
prepared for interment. Sometimes they 
were cremated and sometimes simply laid 
in the ground: sometimes a rough stone 
tomb surrounded the b odies, sometimes a 
sort of lt>g house work of timb er. 
“ Besides the b urial mounds, there an* 
other mounds, ” said the speaker. 
“ That 
is, mounds used for great religious cere­ 
monies. 
I hav e b een making explora­ 
tions in the Little Miami v alley, and I am 
glad at this time to j» ay a trib ute to the 
work of Col. W hittlesey in the Little 
Miami v alley. 
To him we owe much of 
our information of the ancient Lake 
Superior mining, as well as of the mounds 
of the Little Miuini v alley. 
The mounds 
in that v alley are sacred mounds; that is, 
they were for the purpose of sacrifice and 
religious ceremonies. 
On these mounds 
tires were kindled and sacrifices were 
made—not human sacrifices, b ut sacri­ 
fices to the fire, 
In one of these mounds 
we found terra cotta figures, b eautifully 
carv ed and perfect representations of 
people in a perfect attitude of rest, and 
there was nothing to suggest action. 
There were, b esides, these stone of im-
